Bux for good report, no Woman vnder Hea- 
uen hath a better; And for breading none {o 
good, ſauing in that which wee are notto con- 
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ſider now, butleauc it to God; Religon, where 
| in Shee is fo deuote and charitable, that I pray 
GoD theſe of our opinion may inutate Her. 
You may thinke that 1 am ſo turned Spaniſh, that 
—1 am onely (ct to praiſe, in conſcience I ſpeake 
within compatle, and am juſt the man without 
corruption, you cuer tooke mee to bee, and by 
the grace of God, ſhall ſo cume home, and lo 
dic.
